Businesses show confidence 
in Elba's ability to recover 


Following the flood of March 
17,1990, business owners in Elba be- 
gan questioning their future. 

A number have expressed confi- 
dence in the future of Elba and an- 
nounced plans to rebuild. When all 
but about fifteen retail business hold- 
ing business licenses in the city were 
flooded out, the decisions must be 
made by over a hundred different in- 
dividuals. Confusion because of so 
many temporary locations and a 
shortage of working telephone lines 
makes a complete canvas of mer- 
chants almost impossible. The ones 
who have been contacted and made a 
decision to return are included in this 
article. 

English Well Drilling was one of 
the lucky ones suffering no damage 
and were left off the list last week. 

Both the local banks are agres- 
sively preparing to repair the dam- 
age and return to normal business. 

Three of the area's four drug 
stores were flooded and are fast in 
returning to operation in temporary 
quarters. At the same time they 
working on plans for rebuilding 
flood ravaged facilities. 

The U. S. Post Office is operating 
and making plans to return to their 
permanuent quarters as soon as 
cleaning is completed. 

OK Tire Store plans to reopen 
this week in their normal location. 
Martins has cleaned up and rein- 
stalled glass in the windows. Insu- 
rance agents are operating out of 
temporary quarters and making plans 
to repair their damages and return to 
norma! business. Skinner Furniture 
is already conducting business from 
their cleaned up facility. Wise’s is 
cleaning up and working to maintain 
some contract cleaning services. 

Dawkins Floor Covering is al- 
ready back in business in their Troy 
Highway location. The same is true 
for Murphree Fumiture Co. on the 
Troy Highway. They are open and 
selling merchandise. 

The Big Bear is planning renova- 
tion and return with updated facili- 
ties. Also returning is Family Vide- 
os. Big Little, Mr. Henry's and Hoco 
are each working feverously to reno- 


vate their facilities. Family Dollar 
officials say they will return with a 
“new look” already in use in some of 
their stores. 

Cox Service Station and Daniels 
Gulf are cleaning out facilities and 
getting equipment ready. Bradley's 
Florist is also working to reopen, as 
is the Sound Center. Sears is work- 
ing from Pope Brothers facility on 
Packing House Road and preparing 
to return to their downtown location. 
H & R Block is operating out of 
Mrs. Johnson's home and will return 
to Claxton Ave when repairs are 
made.

DECISIVE ACTION BY AUTHORITIES SAVED LIVES ! 


First few hours of the Elba 
Flood of 1990 were critical 


Editor's note: Before I begin 
this article, I would like to say in 
that I will surely not remember all 
of the details and I definitely will 
not remember all those individuals 
who fought so gallantly to save 
lives and material things. I'm writ- 
ing this article nine days and 13 
hours after the levee broke and the 
City of Eiba and the surrounding 
area was flooded. This article will 
deal primarily with the first twen- 
ty-four hours of the flood. 


During the morning hours of Fri- 
day, March 16, 1990, this reporter 
left the office to cover the evacua- 
tion of a trailer belonging to Mrs. 
Carol Fudge. 

The mobile home located on the 
Taylor Mill Road, just inside the city 
limits of Elba, was being threatened 
by Beaver Dam Creek. 

Elba Police Officers had removed 
their weapons and were wading 
through waist deep water carrying 
Mrs. Fudge's belongings from the 
trailer, They were soon joined by 
city workers, enlisted personnel 
from Ft. Rucker and many others. 

Little did anyone know, at that 
time, that Elba and the residential 
sections in and around the city 
would be literally fighting to save 
themselves, their belongings and the 
city itself. 

Later in the day, reports begin to 
come in that the heavy rains were 
causing problems, not only in Elba, 
but north of the city also. 

Whitewater Creek and Pea River, 
which join together just south of the 
Whitewater bridge on Highway 189, 
Smith Avenue, (the crooked bridge 
as it is referred to),were beginning to 
show evidence of the heavy rains by 
their rapid rise. 

The authorities, who had already 
been monitoring the weather condi- 
tions and the rising river, begin 
keeping a closer vigil on both. 

Mayor Fred Moore called all his 
department heads together for a 
meeting at city hall to discuss their 
plan of action. This action later 
proved to be vital in providing pre- 
cious time to allow life saving meas- 
ures to be taken. 

Included in the meeting were 
Elba Rescue Squad Captain Sonny 
Inman, Elba Fire Chief Lloyd Drig- 
gers and representatives of the news 
media. This meeting took place early 
in the afternoon, at a approximately 
2:00 p.m., and everyone was briefed 
by the mayor as to which areas 
would be affected by the rising wa- 
ters. 

The information was based on 
data supplied to the city by the Corp 
of Engineers after the flood of 
1975. 

Mr. A. C. Brunson, Sr. who 
reads the Pea River's depth and re- 
ports it to the proper authorities for 
analysis began feeding the same 
data to the police department and

Early reports predicted the Pea 
River to crest at 23 feet. That 
changed later in the day to 27 feet 
and from then on, it was a constant 
revision, 32 ft., 38 ft., 42 ft. until it 
became apparent that it would not 
be known at what height the river 
would crest until it reached it. (Pea 
River crested at 48 ft.) 

Litwe did anyone know, or at 
least the ones I was hearing, that 
"Littke Ole" Whitewater Creek was 
going to be the "bad guy" for the 
City of Elba and residential sec- 
tions outside the levee to the north 
and northeast of downtown, 

As the evening went on, all the 
communications and coordination 
of flood related activities shifted to 
the police department. 

Police Chief Freddy Hanchey 
had begun to alert all of his people, 
both those on and off duty, that 
they were in for a long hard road 
ahead. Little did the chief know, at 
that time, how long and how hard it 
would be! 

It's appropriate at this time to 
say that, Elba Police Chief Freddy 
Hanchey and the men and women 
of his department performed above 
and beyond the call of duty. They 
are to be commended and long re- 
membered for their actions! 

The first areas to be threatened 
were the residential sections locat- 
ed on Smith avenue and the River- 
view Subdivision. (This writer al- 
ready knew this since his house 
became famous in 1975, as it was 


the first house to go under water in 
1975 flood.) 

Those living in these areas be- 
gan to be wamed of the danger of 
rising water and were alerted to the 
fact that they should begin to make 
arrangements to evacuate. Trailers 
begin to be brought in from Dorsey 
Trailers by Melton Creel, Herchel 
Williams and many others that I 
didn't even know. 

Rob Hickman began bringing in 
trucks and trailers from his father’s 
moving company, Hickman Mov- 
ing & Storage, and making them 
available to individuals. 

Captain Gregg Oglesby, com- 
mander of the local guard, and Sgt. 
Dwayne Jones made men and 
equipment available to the residents 
of Elba. 

Neighbor began to help neigh- 
bor and even people who didn't 
even know each other began to help 
one another. 

While the residents of River- 
view and Smith Avenue were being 


-evacuated from the rising waters of 


Pea River, Whitewater Creek began 
to flow over the road on the west 
side of the approach to the bridge 
over the creek on the by-pass, 
Highway 203. 

Residents were warned to leave 
immediately and go to the westside 
of the bridge, but this happen so 
fast that everyone didn't get the 
message.

The Elba Police Department is

portion of the building. Chief Fred- 
dy Hanchey was seen scraping up 
the old tile on the bottom floor get- 
ting ready for the "new". 

When asked if this type clean-up 
was taught at the police academy, 
his reply was, "This is O. J. T. (On 
Job Training).” 

Radio equipment and the tele- 
phone system is operational in the 
police station with the exception of 
the 911 line. Chief Hanchey hopes 
to have it working in the near fu- 
ture. 

The paging equipment for the 
rescue squad and the fire depart- 
ment is not operational, at this ime 
but everything possible is being 
done to get it functioning as soon 
as possible. 

It's beginning to look a lot like 
downtown again with city hall and 
the police department retuming.

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Editorial 


Assistance is appreciated 


The ordeal that ravaged our quite community on the morn- 
ing of Saint Patrick's Day has pulled people together in, a way 
we have never seen betore in our life. The statf of this newspa- 
per has literally been on the scene “around the clock” since the 
first flooding started Friday afternoon and have seen a continu- 
ous exhibition of this unity . We have seen acts of unselfish- 
ness that frankly we thought was gone from American society. 
Neighbor helping neighbor; blacks and whites struggling side 
by side totally oblivious to any difference of skin color; rich 
and poor shoulder to shoulder in the wet, soured mud; that was 
the order of the day throughout the past week. 

We have seen more than one grown man and woman embar- 
rassed because they were shedding uncontrollable tears. We 
thought no less of them for this because we too have done the 
same. An expert told us Monday that those who don't cry may 
have the problems when their fustrations finally do come out n 
some other way. 

There is absolutely no way to personally thank or formally 
recogonize everyone who pitched in to help. But then we don't 
think they were involved to draw praise from us or anyone 
else. However, we will try to point out some examples to show 
the magnitude and variety of help during the past week. Of 
course law officers came from everywhere and each of them 
was needed. Looting was more talked about than actual, thanks 
to civilian law officers and efficient military police from a 
Prattville National Guard unit. They did their job and we are 
safe and secure because of this effort. 

Other Guard units and Army Reservist have worked and 
continue to work untiringly to help us recover. They got down 
in the mud helping clean up and haul off debris. It would have 
been almost impossible to have ever cleaned Elba without their 
help. Also, neighboring communites sent in equipment to assist 
this effort. Fire departments from at least a dozen communi- 
ties have spent days in town to offer fire protection and helping 
wash the mud from buildings. , 

Ft. Rucker aviators covered the area, plucking stranded citi- 
zens from rooftops and trees. They furnished prepared food 
during those early hours before other relief units became oper- 
ational. Then they came in with trucks to help the massive 
cleanup effort. 

There is such a variety of utility companies working long 
hours to restore public utilities that We doubt anyone can cor- 
rectly name them all. They came because their fellow human 
was in.dire need. 

People, people and more people gave from their pocket- 
books to send food, furniture, clothing, money and cleaning 
supplies to the flood victims. At least one family drove from 
Opp with gallon jugs of badly needed water for drinking pur- 
poses. 

The Alabama Baptist Association has fed thousands of 
meals every day from their mobile disaster relief van. They op- 
erate from a tractor trailer unit built in 1981 by Dorsey Trail- 
ers. The Salvation Army has several units stationed around the 
area feeding the flood victims and their clean-up helpers. 


The Red Cross has been quick to pass out vouchers to assist 
victims in buying food, clothes, etc. The folks at the First As- 
sembly of God litterly turned their beautiful facilities over to 
the community. This became headquarters for relief efforts and 
for other churches to hold services. 

It is no small thought that literally all of the area's elected of- 
ficials have visited the area and pledged their all-out support 
in getting relief to the community. Congressman Dickinson 
visited Elba Saturday morning while the water was still rising 
and returned again the next Saturday. Both U. S. Senators were 
noticeably shaken by what they saw from a helicopter trip over 
the area. State officials all the way up to the governor got into 
the action and financial support was forthcoming. There were 
elected officials from other distrigts in Alabama who came, 
saw and returned to Montgomery with a purpose .. . . help 
those nice people in Elba overcome their problems. 

Schools across Alabama sent messages any way they could 
(telephone service was nonexistence for a while) that they 
wanted to help local schools get back into operation. 

Elba and Enterprise often do battle over jails, roads or just 
for practice, but the outpouring of help from our neighbors 
across the river has been overwhelming. The same from New 
Brockton, Opp, Andalusia, Troy, and dozen of others who col- 
lected food and cleaning supplies. An Elba native in Mobile; 
hastily collected clothes and furniture during the middle of the 
week and said he would be back by the weekend with more. 
South Carolina victims of a hurricane just six months ago 
showed their appreciation to the world by rushing supplies to 
Elba. Reverend David Richburg, a former pastor in this area, 
brought donations from his church in Andalusia and others in 
Dozier and Brantley. Dozens of people came to Elba from as. 
far as 50 miles away to help clean churches. The list goes on 
and on. 

None of these efforts would have been successful had it not 
been for the the people of Elba and the surrounding area who 
put in their time and effort manning these volunteer units; 
keeping children while others worked; wallowed in the mud to 
help with cleanups or opened their homes to those from flood- 
ed areas. Young people form neighboring communities flocked 
into Elba and put their muscles to helping. 

We will never know the names nor faces of all who helped. 
We don't even have space to list all the rescue workers we ac- 
tually saw, but we will try to return your kindness tenfold.

Those living on Smith Avenue 
and in Riverview were actually cut 
off from the rest of the city because 
of the bad condition of county 
roads leading to that area from the 
north. 

_The flood gate at the Whitwater 
bridge, on Smith Avenue, was be- 
ing put in place thus sealing off that 
access road to downtown. 

Billy Joe Brunson, Roland Pow- 
ell, Earl McCollough, the Stinson 
brothers and many others began 
getting people and their belongings 
out by boat and by using farm trac- 
tors belonging to Powell and C. G. 
Nicholson. 

The people on that side of town 
had to implement their own rescue 
operations since they were cut off 
from the main body of town. They 
also gave of themselves above and 
beyond the call of duty and will 
long be remembered for it. 

Meanwhile, on the other side of 
the river, a battle was being fought 
to save the City of Elba. It had be- 
come apparent that inside the levee 
would be in serious trouble if the 
rising water breached the flood 
gates at the Whitewater bridge and/ 
or at the old railroad tressle. 

Radio stations W2ZTZ and 
WKMxX joined the battle by aiding 
the authorities in alerting the peo- 
ple of the situation that existed and 
what they should be doing. 

Doug  Holderfield, Brandy 
Thomas and Dr. Wallace Miller be- 
came a vital link to the public in 
letting them know what they should 
be doing. 

Also joining the battle were 
State Trooper Ronnie Whitworth 
and State Representative Jimmy 
Holley. 

Sheriff Brice Paul and literally 
everyone in his department had 
also joined the local authorities in 
assessing the situation and assisting 
the public. 

Sometime after midnight, 
Trooper Whitworth, Jimmy Holley 
and an engineer from the state high- 
way department conferred and de- 
cided that it was advisable to close 
the bridge over Pea River on High- 
way 84. 

Mayor Moore and Chief Han- 
chey were advised and the bridge 
was closed, cutting Elba off from 
West Coffee County 

Sheriff Brice Paul had set up a 
command post on the east side of 
the river under the command of 
Chief Deputy Buddy Ammons to 
provide communication to the west 
side; also, they were to give assis- 
tance and provide security for those 
individuals living on that side of 
the river. 

Bruce Devane, Chief Investiga- 
tor for the District Attorney's Of- 
fice and his people were also assist- 
ing the local iaw enforcement 
agencies. 

The flood gate at the Whitewater 
bridge on Smith Avenue became a 
concern because water was seeping 
through the barrier. Elba fireman 
began sandbagging both sides of 
the gate in hopes of stopping the 
waiter. 

At approximating 4:00 a.m., a 
meeting of all department heads, 
law enforcement officials, media, 
and others was called by Mayor 
Moore. The purpose of the meeting 
was to determine a plan for the 
evacuation of the downtown area 
should it become necessary. At the 
same time a party was sent out to 
survey the condition levee and 
check the height of the water on the 
levee. 

Police Chief Hanchey set down 
and mapped out a plan for alerting 
the people and which routes they 
should be instructed to take when 
exiting the city should it become a 
necessity. 

The team surveying the levee ra- 
dioed back to the police station that 
it was apparent that the water was 
going to come over the levee and 
that it would likely be in the area of 
the elementary school. The writer 
of this article was a member of that 
team and witnessed the danger 
firsthand! 

The proposed plan became a 
plan of action and teams consisting 
of two men each were sent out to 
alert the people to prepare to evacu- 
ate the city. 

At approximately 6:00 a.m., not 
only did dawn crack but the levee 
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The message came over the po- 
lice radio that the "dam" had broke 
and to get out of town. Sirens 
sounded and people were told to 
get out as quickly as possible! 

A small stream had come over 
the levee just to the east of High- 
way 87N, the Troy highway, in the 
vicinity of the Elba Elementary 
School and within seconds there 
was a river by the name of White- 
water Creek pouring through the 
levee and taking everything in its 
path with it. 

Recording the moment, with 
camera, was Owner/Publisher of 
The Elba Clipper, Ferrin Cox. 

It was a miracle that no loss-of- 
life, in Elba, occurred during this 
flood. This has to be attributed to 
the professional manner in which 
things were handled by those in 
charge and also, to those individu- 
als, like the ones on Smith Avenue, 
who took it on their own to do 
whatever was necessary. 

At approximately 8:30 a.m. Sat- 
urday moming, March 17, this writ- 
er joined Sheriff Brice Paul, Rep. 
Jimmy Holley and D.A. Investiga- 
tor Dewight Holley in an aerial in- 
spection of Elba aboard a "Flatiron 
Flight" from Ft. Rucker. 

What this writer saw was unbe- 
lievable! 

Pea River, from the air, look like 
the creek and Whitewater Creck 
looked like the river. Downtown 
Elba and the surrounding area look 
like a giant lake with houses float- 
ing around in it. 

During the flight, a stranded 
flood victim was spotted and the 
flatiron had to set its passengers 
down on top of the United Super 
inorder to attempt a rescue. Before 
the helicopter could lift the victim 
out, a boat rescued the stranded in- 
dividual. 

Several other stranded individu- 
als were rescued during the carly 
stages of the flood, but thankfully 
there were no mass numbers strand- 
ed. 

The first eighteen to twenty-four 
hours of this flood were very criti- 
cal. Had a poor job or had there 
been any indecisiveness on the part 
of local officials during this time 
period, there would have surely 
been more of a tragedy in Elba, Al- 
abama than there was. They are to 
be commended! 


Dignitaries view 
flood damage 


Elba has been visited in the pass 
few days by the Governor, Sena- 
tors, Congressmen, and state legis- 
lators, but it has not been under the

Governor Hunt and State Sena- 
tor Crum Foshee were given an acr- 
ial tour of the flooded area Sunday 
morning, March 18, around 9:30 
a.m. 

State Representative Jimmy Hol- 
ley was on the ground to meet the 
Governor. He had been up all night 
working with those handling the 
evacuation. 

U. S. Senators Howell Heflin 
and Richard Shelby flew over Elba 
and viewed the flood waters before 
landing and joining tae Governor. 

After a short meeting with city 
officials, the Governor signed the 
declaration declaring Elba a disas- 


ter area so those affected by the, 


flood would be eligible for federal 
aid, 

Congressman Bill Dickerson 
toured the city by air during the 
high water Saturday, March 17 and 
he returned Saturday moming, 
March 24, and toured the Elba by 
motorcade. He stopped at several 
points and viewed the damage on 
foot. 

All the governmental officials 
touring the city, assured city and 
county officials that they would do 
everything within their power to 
aid the victims of the flood.

Records stored in the above 
mentioned offices are in the pro- 
cess of being recovered through a 
freeze dried process where-by they 
can be saved and reproduced.

(We were unable to attend), Mon- 
day, March 26, that the commission 
met in the Farm Center Complex in 
New Brockton this date and passed 
a resolution which allows county

In other business, the commis- 
sioners voted to buy four dump 
trucks, a backhoe and a frontend 
loader to help repair the extensive 
damage done to county roads. 
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The county will be doing as 
much as possible and as quickly as 
possible to retum the county road 
system to the same condition or 
better than it was prior to the flood.

Within hours after the word 
went out that the City of Elba had 
flooded, assistance began to con- 
verge on Elba from all directions. 

he local Alabama National 
Guard Unit was fully mobilized 
and began rescue efforts plus pro- 
viding anyother services within 
their capability. 

Alabama State Troopers began 
to make their way toward Elba to 
assist the local city and county law 
enforcement agencies who were al- 
ready being stretched thin and had 
been without sleep or even a break 
for almost 72 hours. 

Enough cannot be said for the 
Alabama National Guard and the 
support that it has given to the city 
and its people. Not only did the lo- 
cal unit respond, but military police

units were brought in from Pratt- 
ville and Wetumpka to secure the 
downtown area while the flood wa- 
ters raged. 

As the waters began to subside 
Monday and Tuesday (March 19 
and 20), the task of securing the 
businesses and residences became 
more and more difficult. 

Circuit Judge Terry Butts served 
as security liaison between the lo- 
cal officials and the military police 
units, 

The man who actually directed 
the activity of the M.P.’s, Sgt. Maj. 
Wallace, will tong be remembered 
by this writer. 

He and his men had the un- 
speakable task of keeping people 
who had no business downtown 
from getting there. This was hard to 
do without stepping on some toes; 
even those who had a need to go 
into town were sometimes barred 
from the area. 

As bad as it seemed to those 
who had lost a business or a home 


.. in the downtown area, it was neces- 


sary in order to keep looters out of 


the area. 

Police officers from all the sur- 
rounding towns Opp, Troy, Enter- 
prise, Andalusia and many others 
sent officers to assist and relieve 
those already working. 

Fire departments from Opp, Do- 
than, Enterprise, Ft. Rucker, New 
Brockton, Bullock, Zion Chapel, 
Five Star and many others sent 
pumpers in not only to provide fire 
protection, but to assist businesses 
and home owners in washing out 
their buildings. 

The Civil Air Patrol sent in units 
to provide assistance in search mis- 
sions and also in transporting offi- 
cials quickly to destinations where 
time was of extreme importance. 

Ft. Rucker provided choppers 
for search and rescue and also for 
observation flights for officials to 
survey the devastation. 

Man power and equipment were 
also sent into the area from Ft. 
Rucker, 

As it became more evident that 
Elba and the surrounding area were 
facing disaster, the state sent in 


EMA (Emergency Management 
Agency) personnel who began im- 
mediately surveying the damage. 
They, upon seeing that it was going 
to be extensive, called in FEMA 
(Federal Emergency Management 
Agency) representatives to also be- 
gan assessing the damage. 

The Corp of Engineers came in 
and began inspecting the levee 
damage; also, they began to take 
action to repair it and to assist in 
other work. 

The Red Cross came in, in 
force, and began to coordinate, 
along with the Coffee County De- 
partment of Human Resources, 
Health Department, and Depart- 
ment of Mental Health, in setting 
up shelter facilities and food servic- 
es. 

A mobile kitchen and communi- 
cations trailer was brought in by the 
Alabama Baptist State Convention 
to provide meals for the victims as 
well as those assisting in control 
and clean-up operations. By-the- 
way, the trailer was built by Dorsey 
Trailers several years ago for the

Books 

Many of you probably have val- 
uable books and papers that are 
wet. Stand books on their end and 
fan the pages out to dry. After a 
few hours of drying time, stack and 
place the books together to avoid 
wrinkling. Alternate opening and 
stacking the books until they are 
dry. Sprinkle pages with talcum 
powder or cornstarch to help ab- 
sorb moisture. Place books in a 
closed container packed with moth 
crystals to stop mold growth. Im- 
portant papers can be ironed on low 
heat with an electric iron, Once 


| thoroughly dry, they need to be 


packed in bags or containers with 
moth crystals. Books may be frozen 
in the freezer until you have time to 
dry them. 


After you have thoroughly 
scrubbed and gotten the debris 
from the walls and floor, rinse the 
walls thoroughly with a disinfectant 
solution using chlorine bleach. Re- 
member bleaching is poisonous. 
Keep children and pets away from 
the area until the basements thor- 
oughly dry. Chlorine will also 


i cause spots on concrete floors. So 


don't get alarmed if spots occur.

Recent heavy rains in Alabama 
have created flooding conditions 
that have resulted in the possible 
contamination of public and private 
water supplies. 

State Health Officer Dr. Cluade 
Earl Fox said, "The Alabama De- 
partment of Public Health is pri- 
marily concerned about flooding 
and potential flooding in Coffee, 
Dale, and Geneva counties because 
of the health problems which could 
result due to consumption of drink- 
ing water.” 

The health department advises 
the following: 

- -If water systems are contami- 
nated, alternate sources of water to 
be utilized. These alternate sources 
can obtained from appropriate local 
emergency management teams. 


Any container used for holding 
water must be clean. 

- - If alternate drinking water 
supplies are not available, water 
should be boiled prior to consump- 
tion. Water should be boiled for at 
least five minutes and left to cool. 
While this procedure is appropriate, 
it should only be used as a last re- 
sort. 

- -For persons with private wells 
in those areas that have been flood- 
ed, it is important that the water be 
tested prior to consumption to en- 
sure a safe source of water. Sample 
kits may be obtained from the local 
health departments and state health 
department laboratories which are 
equipped to sample water for bacte- 
riological contamination Once a 
satisfactory sample is obtained, the 
well should be monitored by con- 
tinued sampling to ensure the quali- 
ty of the supply. 

If you have any questions re- 
garding possible contamination and 
appropriate actions to be followed , 
contact you local health depart- 
ment. The Coffee County Health 
Department may be reached at 347- 
9574, the Dale County Health De- 
partment at 774-5146 and the Ge- 
neva County Health Department, 
temporarily at 684-6463. 


Upholstered furniture. 

If your furniture was immersed 
in water and the padding was wet, 
it will be virtually impossible to dry 
it out and reuse with no odor, If up- 
holstered furniture is on a good 
wood frame, I would recommend 
removing the outer cover piece by 
piece so that you will have a pat- 
tern when you get ready to reuphol- 
ster. Remove all padding from the 
furniture. Throw away all cotton 
stuffing. To protect exposed wood 
on you frame, dry the wood frame 
thoroughly. It would be good to use 
a fan or indirect heat. 


Carpet and Rugs 

Carpet and pads need to be re- 
moved from the home. Try to hang 
or block up so that air can get un- 
dermeath. Wash it down first with a 
water hose to remove mud and de- 
bris. Let it dry thoroughly. Clean 
with carpet cleaning product and 
spray with a fungicide. For specific 
fungicide information, call a pro- 
fessional ruy cleaner or call the Ex- 
tension Service. Keep in mind car- 
pet that has been wet may shrink. 
So when it is reinstalled in you 
rooms, it mat not fit the way it did 
before. 


Wood Furniture 

Try to clean the wood furniture 
while it is still wet. Wipe with rub- 
bing or denatured alcohol and wa- 
ter solution and do not dry in the di- 
rect sun or heat. Wait four to six 
weeks before trying to refinish 
wood furniture.

New Brockton City Council 
focus on police department 


Meeting in regular session Mon- 
day evening, the New Brockton City 
Council has once again began to at- 
tract a sizable crowd of the town's 
citizens. 

After a brief, but heated exchange 
between Mayor Jim Driskell and 
Councilman Charles Cole, Police 
Officer Duane Bighem was relieved 
of duty. 

Bighem a black reserve police of- 
ficer, had been temporarily hired 
during the heavy rains and flood 
conditions which placed a heavier 
work load on the police department. 

Last Saturday evening while an- 
swering a disturbance call in a hous- 
ing project on Sawyer Street, Big: 
hem reportedly got out of his patrol 
car waving a shotgun. 

According to Cole there was a 
large crowd with women and chil- 
dren present. He stated that some- 
body could have been seriously in- 
jured or even killed. 

An arrest of three individuals re- 
sulted from the call. They. were 
charged with disorderly conduct, in- 
citing a riot and resisting arrest. 
Their names were not available. 

According to Cole, during a meet- 
ing with Police Chief Richard Nich- 
ols, Police Commissioner Ralph 
Medley, the Mayor and himself it 
was agreed that there was a problem, 
but they didn’t know what they were 
going to do about it. 

Several weeks ago, there were 
complaints about parties going on all 
over town and that nothing was be- 
ing done about it. 

Mayor Driskell stated that this 
was the reason the police office was 
responding to the request made ei- 
ther by telephone or in person, it was 
not clear which. Reportedly, there 
was a4 party going on in the streets. 

Cole said , "We don't need a po- 
lice office who does such a thing." 

"People are being mistreated in 
New Brockton," said Cole, "We've 
gol a problem. What are we going to 
do about it?” 

Mayor Driskell responded, "We 
do have a problem, but it's not neces- 
sarily with a police officer.” 

Cole commented, "The problem 
is not the police department, it's right 
here at this (council) table." 

There were several more ex- 
changes of charges and counter 
charges between the Mayor and 
Cole, but the bottom line was, "what 


are we going to do about the situa- 
tion?" 

Councilman Britt Lee made the 
motion to relieve Officer Bighem 
from duty until all applications for 
the job of fulltime police officer can 
be reviewed.The motion was second 
by Cole. 

Councilman Laymon  Tindol 
made the statement that he didn't 
think anyone should be relieved of 
duty unul they were interviewed and 
their side of the story heard. 

[t should be stated that all sides of 
this incident were not reported at the 
council meeting, only what someone 
was told - not what was seen. 

Also, during the discussion before 
the vote, it was brought to the atten- 
tion of the council by Lee that a res- 
olution was on record which re- 
solved, that no one can be hired by 
the city until it is voted on by the 
council with all members being 
present. 

The Mayor stated that he was not 
aware of such a resolution and asked 
that Lee bring a copy so that he 
might see it. 

Councilmen Cole, Lee and Bud 
Goodson voted to relieve Bighem 
from duty, Medley voted against and 
Tindol abstained. 

Ken Bevis, a CPA with the ac- 
counting firm of Carpenter, Bevis & 
Eberhart, located in Dothan, re- 
viewed with the council their finan- 
cial statement and auditor's report. 

The deficit in the general fund 
and the: lack of revenue are the 
biggest problems facing the Town of 
New Brockton according to Bevis. 

He commented that the town was 
doing a better job of budgeting, but 
there were some areas inwhich im- 
provements could be made in record- 
ing certain transactions. 

Reference was made to the Fire 
Department Cigarette Tax Fund and 
the Senior Citizen's Title III Fund. 

Bevis felt that a general ledger 
or a general journal that summar- 
ized and recapped transactions 
made pertaining to these two funds 
was needed. 

Several recommendations were 
made by the accounting firm as to 
ways to improve the city's financial 
performance and accuracy. 

They were as follows: (1) Better 
record keeping on fire department 
funds-income and expenditures; (2) 
Cross reconciliation of bank state-
